Mr. McGehee was astonished that 
such a proposition should come from 
any gentleman on the floor.

A long discussion ensued in which 
Messrs. McGehee, Bean, Gudger and 
others participated.

SoME OBSERVATIONS FROM A WAN- 
DEERING ‘‘NEws’’ MAN.—Our peripa- 
tetic correspofdent, writing under a 
recent date, after giving his impres- 
sion of various points in Johnston 
county, has the following to say ot 
the lively little town of Wilson ; 

“‘T was very much surprised to see 
the streets of this place so much 
thronged by people and wearing such 
an active, business-like appearance, 
although it was Saturday, the bi 
trading day in country towns. 
need hardly tell you that an exten- 
sive trade is carried on here when I 
say that one firm alone, Messrs. 
Rountree, Baker & Co., sold last year 
$190,000 worth of goods. ‘There are 
quite a number of other merchants of 
prominence who earry on large busi- | 
nesses. Wilson has some very hand- 
some store structures, one of which, 
occupied by Messrs. Palmer & Green, 
would be an ornament to most any 
of our Southern cities. 

‘‘A few nights since this place made 
a narrow escape from a most serious 
conflagration. It seems that some 
fiend collected a pile of shavings and 
lightwood under the station house to 
which he applied the match, causing 
a fire which would have soon en- 
veloped the building had it not been 
for the accidental arrival of a police- 
man who, passing that way, discov- 
ered the flames, called for assistance 
and, with the aid of those who soon 
collected, subdued the flames before 
material damage was done. This 
building is located in the centre of the 
business portion of the town, so that 
if the discovery of the fire had taken 

lace a few :ninutes later it would 

ave been beyond control, and a gen- 
eral destruction of much valuable 

roperty would have inevitably fol- 
lowed.’ 

WILL REBUILD.—We are pleased 
to learn that the Messrs. Murray, of 
Alamance, who recently sustained 
the loss by fire of the Big Falls Cot- 
ton Mills, intend rebuilding at an 
early day.

LEGISLATIVE SuMMARyY.—The 
main feature of interest in the pro- 
ceedings of the House of Representa- 
tives yesterday was the action in 
reference to the bill amending the act 
amendatory of the charter of the 
North Carolina Railroad Company. 
This bill is in the nature of a supple- 
mental bill to the consolidation act, 
which passed just before the recess, 
and its main features are the abolish- 
ment of restrictions as to local freights, 
and declaring that no one shall bea 
commissioner to sell the bonds who 
has refused to testify before any Com- 
mittee, legislative or otherwise, in 
regard to any trust on tae ground 
that such testimony would criminate 
himself or others connected with him. 
It wus avowed on the floor that this 
amendment was urged in order to 

revent Hon. W. A. Smith from hav- 
ing anything to do with the disposal 
of the bonds, &c. 

Mr. Gudger, of Madison, opposed 
the amendment on the ground that if 
this feature was retained in the bill it 
would operate to render the bill inef- 
fectual, astheman(W. A.Smith) who 
was struck at it by this amendment 
had-sufficient intluence to secure the 
rejection of these amendments to the 
charter by the company, and thus 
defeat consolidation and prejudice 
the chances of his section to secure 
railroad facilities. He had no confi- 
dence in the rectitude of Smith, but 
he certainly held the power to which 
he had alluded, and he (Mr. Gudger) 
did not feel f pate in sitting still in 
his seat and allow a measure to go 
through which, in all probability, 
would tend to frustrate the long cher- 
ished hopes of his constituents. 

Mr. Bean, Rep., moved to strike 
out all the disquaiifying portion of 
the amendment. It was true he had 
no faith in Mr. Smith’s political in- 
tegrity, but agreed with Mr. Gudger 
that the bill with the proposed 
amendment would be entirely worth- 
less, &c. 

Mr. McGehee was surprised thata 
man, who gentlemen on the floor 
avowed lacked integrity, should hold 
the whole interest of the State, as it 
were, in the hollow of his hand. He 
held nosuch opinion. He then went 
on to reply to the objections which 
had been raised to the proposed 
amendment, &c. 

Mr. Bean’s motion to strike out 
was defeated by a large majority. 

The bill then passed its several 
readings after being amended by 
Mr. Guyther, of Washington, so as to 
alluw the a Raleigh & Sea- 
board Railroad Company to charge 
the same freight rates as the North 
Carolina Railroad. Thisamendment 
being objectionable to some of the 
friends of the bill, a motion to recon- 
sider the vote by which the bill 
passed its third reading was put 
and earried. A motion to strike 
Mr. Guyther’s amendment from the 
bill was made but failed, and pending 
the further consideration of the mat- 
ter the House adjourned. 


THE NIGHT SESSION OF THE SEN- 
ATE.—Monday night was the first of 
the night sessions of the Senate since 
the holiday recess. The time was 
almost exclusively occupied in the 
passage of private bills, matters of no 
general importanee. Mr. Humphrey 
introduced a bill, which was referred 
to the proper committee, to amend 
the charter of the North Carolina 
Railroad. A considerable discussion 
occurred on the passage of the reso- 
lution of Mr. Grandy to authorize 
and request R. B. Creecy, Esq., to 
continue the history of North Caro- 
lina from the date that Dr. Hawks 
left off to the present date. The res- 
olution was finally recommitted to 
the committee from whence it came, 
with instructions to bring in another 
resolution more in accord with the 
sentiments as expressed in the dis- 
cussion. It is said that the following 
amendment, written by aSenator of 
a poetical turn of mind, would have 
been offered to the resolution had it 
not been disposed of too early:

THE COTTON EXCHANGE.—The 
proposition to have the headquarters 
of the Cotton Exchange in the Bap- 
tist Grove, as suggested by many citi- 
zens, is a matter of much interest to 
the business men of the city, especially 
to cotton dealers. A pretty general 
grow! is made by our citizens at the 
piling of cotton bales on our streets 
and sidewalks, and it is evident the 
matter is becoming so serious that 
some rules governing the same wil! 
have to be enforced. ‘The proposition 
to have sheds built on Moore Square 
for their storage has many friends, 
but the legality of using the square 
for that purpose is qustioned. There 
are, at the present time, not less than 
1,500 bales of cotton lying on the 
streets and sidewalks within a block 
of the market building, in many in- 
stances, seriously impeding travel 
thereon. 


SUPERIOR CouRT.—The _ special 
term of the Superior Court for Wake 
county, ordered by Gov. Caldwell, 
commenced its session yesterday 
morning, his Honor, Judge A. W. 
Tourgee presiding. 

The Jury was called, after which 
his Honor stated that as there was 
some difficulty existing as to the le- 
gality of the session of the Court, and 
the matter was now pending before 
the General Assembly, he would sug- 
gest that the Court should adjourn 
till to-morrow, but would hear any 
motion from the bar. 

On motion of Hon. Sion H. Rogers, 
the Court was adjourned till to-mor- 
row morning at 10 o’clock. and a 
meeting of the bar called for 3 o’clock 
p. m., to map out the business for the 
term. 

In accordance therewith his Honor 
ordered the adjournment. 


LEGALIZED.—The House of Repre- 
sentatives on yesterday concurred in 
the Senate bill to legalize the ap- 

intment of a Special Term of the 

uperior Court for Wake county. All 
difficulty in regard to our Court is 
now removed, and Judge Tourgee 
will proceed with his proceedings 
this morning.

CISTERNS FOR FIRE PURPOSES.— 
It will be recollected that some two 
years ago an act was by the 
General Assembly, authorizing an ap- 
propriation by the city of the sum of 
$15,000 for the purpose of making a 
certain number of cisterns within its 
limits, should a majority of the pro 
erty-holders, at an election to be held 
for that purpose, consent to the ap- 
propriation. Although no one ques- 
tioned the necessity of the building 
of cisterns, and their want is patent, 
the election, nevertheless, was never 
held. The bill was dat the so- 
licitation of all our firemen and pub- 
lic spirited citizens, but after the pas- 
sage of the act legal gentlemen raised 
the question that the bill was uncon- 
stitutional, asthat instrument forbids 
any such class elections. Aneffort is 
being made in the present General 
a to legalize the bill by strik- 
ing out the words “‘property-holders’’ 
and insert ‘‘electors.’”’ This bill is 
the same to which we referred a few 
days ago as having been introduced 
the city of Raleigh from 
loss by fire. 


NEW STREETS.—We are glad to 
learn that the Board of Commission- 
ers of this city design opening seve- 
ral new streets shortly. It is evident 
several are needed, especially in the 
direction of the main avenues of ap- 
proach to the city, in order to accom- 
modate our growing business inter- 
ests. As now opened, only one out- 
let to the main county roads, North, 
South, East and West, is available, 
and persons either coming to or going 
from the city are necessitated at times 
to goa considerable distance out of 
the way in orderto reach them. An- 
other outlet leading West, in the di- 
rection of the Penitentiary, is badl 
needed, and we hope the Board will 
take immediate steps to remedy the 
grievance.
